"(11) The right to confidentiality of records.
Honel ess shelters shall obtain a voluntary witten
release from a honeless person prior to disclosing any
personal information regarding the honeless person,
including, but not I|imted to, nane, social security
nunber, and birth date, except 1in aggregate form The
right to confidentiality of records includes the
di ssem nation of materials to other agencies, either
private or public. The honel ess person shall be given the
option of whether to release records via inforned
consent, based on guidelines from the Ofice of Human
Research Protections, United States Departnent of Health
and Human Services, including:

(A) the expected duration of the subject's
partici pation;

(B) an explanation of whom to contact for
answers to pertinent questions about the research
and research subjects' rights, and whomto contact
in the event of a research-related injury to the

subj ect;
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(O a st at enent t hat partici pation in
rel easi ng records IS vol untary, ref usal to
participate will involve no penalty or loss of

benefits to which the subject is otherw se entitled,
and the subject may discontinue participation in the
record release at any tinme w thout penalty or |oss
of benefits to which the subject 1is otherw se
entitl ed;

(D) a description of any reasonabl y
foreseeabl e risks or disconforts to the subject; and

(E) a statenent describing the extent, if any,
to which confidentiality of records identifying the

subject will be nmaintained.".
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
